5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  that 
part  of  Route  3A,  adjoining  land  of  Nellie  McQueen, 
abandoned  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  when  relocat- 
ing the  road  at  that  point. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 


to  raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Side- 
walks for  the  year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of 
the  same. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  year  ensuing,  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

8.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members 
of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  in  said  committee. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  observ- 
ance of  Memorial  Day,  and  make  appropriation  of  the 
same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  four 
hundred  dollars  ($400.00)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250.00) 
to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  of  New  Hampshire  to 
assist  in  Planning  and  Development  of  the  Town  and 
for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter  and 
newspaper  and  magazine  advertising  calling  attention  to 
the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  Town,  in 
cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
($120.00)  to  the  Newfound  Region  Association  to  aid  in 
advertising  and  other  activities  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  of  the  Newfound 
Region. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  each  of  the  following 
hospitals :  Laconia,  Plymouth  and  Franklin. 


14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  from  George  Sanborn 
as  a  trust  fund,  the  income  from  which  to  be  used  for  the 
upkeep  of  the  Sanborn  cemetery. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  High 
School  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  for  basketball. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support  United 
States  membership  in  a  general  system  of  international 
cooperation,  such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton 
Oaks  Conference,  having  police  power  to  maintain  the 
peace  of  the  world. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in 
regard  to  charging  rent  for  buildings  now  on  the  town 
lot  at  the  Lake. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  on  the 
adoption  of  a  Post  War  Project  for  the  Town  and  see 
what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  project. 

19.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  a  temporary  Honor  Roll  for  the  men  and  women  who 
are  now  serving  or  have  served  in  World  War  II  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  annual  meeting,  March  9,  1943  in  regard  to 
contracting  plowing  highways.

FOREST    FIRE    WARDEN'S    REPORT 


The  year  1944  ended  with  comparatively  few  forest 
fires  and  none  of  these  of  a  really  serious  nature. 

The  actual  fire  loss  was  very  low  compared  to  the 
loss  in  other  areas. 

This  good  record  is  due  to  the  splendid  cooperation 
of  the  Public  in  this  district,  very  few  violations  were 
reported  and  the  most  of  these  were  unintentional. 

This  cooperation  with  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  can 
be  made  100%  this  coming  year  if  the  Public  will  kindly 
consult  the  laws  contained  in  the  Public  Laws,  Chapter 
191,  pertaining  to  Forest  Fire  Permit  Law. 

Kindly  bear  in  mind  that  no  persons  shall  kindle  a 
fire  or  burn  any  material  in  or  near  woodlands,  pastures, 
brush,  sprout  waste  or  cut  over  lands,  or  where  fire  may 
be  communicated  to  such  land,  except  when  the  ground 
is  covered  with  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  or  the  presence  of  the  Warden 
or  person  designated  to  superintend  such  burning. 

There  are  more  laws  pertaining  to  Forest  Fires 
which  will  be  furnished  by  your  Warden  upon  request. 

Kindly  bear  in  mind  that  1945  will  be  a  dangerous 
year.  Although  Bristol  is  well  supplied  with  Forest  Fire 
equipment ;  due  to  the  lack  of  man-power,  you  are  urged 
to  use  the  greatest  caution  as  well  as  consulting  your 
Warden,  or  the  Forest  Fire  Permit  Law,  before  starting 
any  fires. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Public  in  my  area  for  their  co- 
operation this  past  year  and  request  that  you  continue 
your  efficient  support  during  the  year  1945.

ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 


Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get 
into.  Last  year  in  this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires 
burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of  which  2,788  acres  were 
valuable  timber  and  young  growth.  With  available 
manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started, 
you  can  help  to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these 
fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules : 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden 
before  starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under 
certain  conditions  is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to 
control  your  fire — a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of 
negligence  in  case  it  gets  away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly 
to  your  forest  fire  warden.     Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches 
and  pipes.     Smokers  caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You 
can't  feel  safe  while  there  is  a  spark  left.

TRUSTEES 


Minot-Sleeper  Library  has  this  year  suffered  a  great 
loss  in  the  passing  of  Miss  Mary  D.  Musgrove  who  in  her 
eighteen  years  as  trustee  gave  unreservedly  of  her  time 
and  efforts  in  the  interest  of  the  Library  and  its  patrons. 
As  chairman  of  the  book  committee  for  many  years  she 
exhibited  excellent  judgment  in  the  selection  and  pur- 
chase of  books  and  periodicals. 

Miss  Mary  Rogers  has  continued  to  fill  the  office  of 
librarian  with  her  usual  efficiency  and  courtesy.  Since 
May  1  Mrs.  Anne  Willman  has  been  serving  as  assistant 
librarian,  in  which  capacity  she  has  given  valuable  aid  in 
the  classifying  and  cataloging  of  new  books  and  repair- 
ing old  ones.
